The State cncloſerh all, it is the flyiog Eagle through all 
the corners of this houſc,and vilitin all the familie,ſayth, 
t: ac chere is but one God, and that we muſt have bur one 
rch;gion, andone King, my bouſc is of long continuance, 
It hath vpholden the Empire, it hath po the moſt 
Noble Kingdomes in che world, which bearcth the title 
of Catholicke, and ſhall itnot take the effeAt? what hin- 
dercth it ? The Germaivs, Italians, Frenchmen, Engliſhmen, 
and their adherents, then we mult cake away all theſe ob» 
ſacles, that the propheſic may be fulfilled. 

Who is he at this day that is ſo ignorantof the affaires 
of the world, that knoweth nor, that the King of Spaine 
onely pretendeth to make himſclfe ſole Monarch of the 
world,. that it is the proieR wherevpon (all the enterpri-

The 
Saxciard ought to bluſh for ſhame, for meaſuring his 
ſxord with the Spaniards ſword. The JTtalian Princes 
ſhould be to raſb, if they proceed with their delignes to

-praviile of his bkeſſhng, the right of commannding all 
men belongethyato hims. : 

Ifrhey doc it, |cucry onevof chem ſhall peaceably foed 
vider his owne fig tree, heis no Tyrant, he asketh no tri- 
bute, he is content that his ticles of honor may be increa- 
ſed, by adding thcreunto Emperour of Germanie, King 
' of France, England, Denmarke, Swethland, Bobemia, and 
Hongaria, he quiteth the kingdome of /witor, the States, 
the Common wealthes, the Princes, and the Barons ſhall 
hace their priviledges,doing homage vnto him, He is the 
the moſt mild Prince, his eſtate molt juſt and qigin an 
people moſt accompliſhed that are in all Chriſtendome. 

But the diffacultic covſiſteth in bringing the ſame to 
paſſe;burt thus it muſt be done. The Emperor is the grea- 
ccſ Potentate inall Chriſtendome, he is of his houſe, he 
muſt put downe the Kings of Bobemia and Hongaria, 
thoſe rwo arnxs which he had bound.

on the top of the wall. The ocher hold faſt, let the mo.

joyne thoſe peeces together that are furtheſt aſunder, if 
any one be rotten, torheale him, caſt not thy ſelte head- 
long into dgath, to ſpare him, expoſe not the reſt into 
danger, Ifthere be any that will tay, but what ſhall we 
due Elias? What a number of enemies are there, letys 
yeald to ſauce ourlclues, let vs preſeruc our bretheren that 
are vader the Wolues pawes: cry out and ſay, alas, I 
would gladly ſaue both the mother and the child, but I 
ſcethem both in danger, if I ſeeke notro ſaue the one, 
They promiſe to ſpare the feeble, becauſe that withouc 
paine they may ſend them to dine with the dead one 
morning or other, they will haue nothing to doe buc 
with the Sammons one 0! their heads wayes more then fif 
others, [f God be with vs, who ſhall be againſt vs, will 
they not ſtretch out their armes vnto vs ia this neede # 
Aboue all things let vs not wake the (leeping dog,but in 
the caues, let vs reſiſt thoſe that perſue vs, as Dawrd did 
King Sas/, and let vs fight forour ſoutes, God will 
preſcrue them, or giue them vs againe in the happie reſur- 
re&ion without being ſeaſed ypon by the wicked Spirit, 
Theſe are great proicts, butall the world kno ac, 
that they are {ubtill deviſes, there is no policician, -that 
hath not long ſince proued them, but what remedie to 
withſtand chem ? ltcanno more be done then the pro= 
ſpcritie of Alexander, or the good ſuccelle of the Ro- 
maines could ever be hindred ? here conlcience and cou- 
rage march equally together.  [f the counſell beof Gud, 
it cannot be avoyded, andlet vs beware, that think- 
jng to reliſt againſt men, we doe notrelift againlt the or- 
dinance of him, that transfereth-kingdomes ro whom he 


will. If it be ot men, it ſhall be ouerthrowne, and we 
Ob 
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or ſore others ſhall by the arme of the Lord. Totake 
the Nimrod by the necke, If it be of Godletys goe and 
meete him, to\ſubmit our neckes ynder the yoake of Be. 
bilon, let vs not onely curne backe without oppoling 
our armes againſt thoſe of Teroboarmm, the viurper of the 
Kingdome : but let vs yecld vnto the Romans, and by 
their authoritig preſerue both our-lives and our alters, 
liracll was led jnto captiuitie, Jeruſalem was deſtroyed, 
the Temple was broaken downe, her ceremokiies left off, 
and the Arke taken.. Let not this pretended Germaine 
Vnion ſeduce ys: truſt not in your houſes and treaſor, 
your heriticall Nations, belecue not theſc that meaſure 
their courages|by the elles of the bulwarkes of the Goſ- 
pell,cruſt nor in that ration, (alrhough it be warlike) which 
loucth it ſelfc, but like the Gebconites prevent /oſnaes 
{\word, for he s not come, but with commiſlion from 
the Eternall, that ſayd vato him, goe, and thou ſhalt con- 
quer kingdomes, Oh God, it we had a /cremie, who 
would not goe vnto him to know, whetherthe mouth 
of the Lord hath faid it ? If we had a Samwell, who would 
not goeto that Qracle, to lay,Lord, I will doe all that 
which thou ſaiſt, The Eternallis King, and we are his 
people, wee will obay, whom he hath choſen. But we 
neuer read of apy prophelics which threaten vs, with 2 
fift Monarchie, | we haue no propheſic that the Spaniard 
ſhall rayie the fourth vp againe, and ſwallow vp the Ro- 
maine, hath not God ſhewed the contrarie, wherein ſhort 
timethe Spirityall and Temporall heads, haue bin pre- 
uented in the greateſt points of their hopes. 

He will preſetue nothing but the armes and the hands 
to hold the rod of his furie, not to {ubic& vs vato them, 
but to receiue the puniſhment that we nave deſerued,
